• One  hundred  eighty  seven 
graduates  of  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity last  spring  are  definitely 
placed,  and  at  least  20  more  have 
found  employment  withotu  report- 
ing, according  to  statistics  and 
estimates  released  by  the  bureau 
of  placements. 

Every  elementary  grades  teach- 
er, music  teacher,  shop  teacher, 
and  girls  physical  education  teach- 
er was  placed,  with  demands  for 
more.  Domestic  science,  art,  and 
tiomemaking  teachers  were  also 
placed  with  few  exceptions.  Over- 
supply  came  only  in  the  sciences 
and  social  sciences. 

There  were  not  many  positions 
found  for  graduates  of  the  college 
of  commerce,  chiefly  because  the 
few  students  with  this  training  se- 
cured positions  for  themselves.

# Coach  Floyd  Millet,  the  new  member  of  the  “Y'*  coaching  staff,  will 
have  the  responsibility  of  developing  the  1938  wrestling  squad  for 
Brigham  Young  U.  During  the  past  eight  years  Aubert  Cote,  formerly 
of  Montana  State  college  and  Canadian  Olympic  champion,  has  coached 
“Y”  grapplers.  Mr.  Cote  is  now  with  the  Utah  Power  and  Light  Co. 
and  will  not  be  seen  in  his  usual  place  as  mentor  of  “Y"  grapplers. 

Coach  Millet  will  have  a number  of  last  year’s  point  winners 
around  whom  to  build  a winning  squad.  Probably  the  most  important 
will  be  the  new  captain,-  LeGrande  Lewis.  Lewis  went  through  the 
entire  season  last  year  undefeated,  winning  from  such  worthy  opponents 
as  Gerald  Palmer  of  U.S.A.C.  and  Ray  Spear  of  Utah.  Lewis  partici-' 
pated  in  the  national  A.A.U.  wrestling  tournament  held  at  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  and  succeeded  in  reaching  the  semi-finals.  'This  experience 
should  stand  him  well  in  hand  to  continue  his  phenomenal  progress  in 
the  bone-crushing  sport. 

Five  Other  Lettermen  Return 

Other  returning  members  of  last  year’s  lettermen  are  Albert 
Clark,  118  pounds;  Orvi!  Hullinger,  155;  Jack  Stringham  and  Chris 
Mortensen,  175;  and  Hafen  Leavitt,  heavyweight.  Albert  Clark  should 
show  much  improvement  over  last  year’s  work  as  he  barely  recovered 
from  an  appendicitis  operation  prior  to  the  openeng  of  the  wrestling 
season  and  consequently  was  unable  to  get  in  the  best  of  condition. 
During  the  summer  months  he  has  worked  at  a local  service  station 
and  is  determined  to  annex  his  old  Rocky  Mountafn  championship  in  the 
118  pound  class.  Orvil  Hullinger  normally  weighs  about  165  pounds 
and  has  a little  difficulty  iin  working  down  to  the  lower  weight  of  155 
pounds.
